What an in- 
fluence for good can n wise arid skillful 
teacher exert upon the young minds in- 
trusted to his care, when he is able to rise 
to the dignity of his profession, and wise- 
ly put forth 1 the power intrusted to him bv 
God! 

Under such an influence as (hat did 
Dick Menifee commence his career. — 
Many years afterward he remarked to mo, | 
after he had made one of the m'ost brilli- 
ant efforts of his life, that he -Was more 
indebted for the eminence to which he had 
risen to the influence exerted upon him at 
the country school by our old teacher, 
than to any other one cause, lie always 
s] < ke of iiis teacher with the most pro- 
found respect, as did all of his pupils, and 
he expressed the earnest wish that Ken- 
tucky had more such men in its borders.

He therefore set himself to work to stim- 
ulate him to rise above his condition and 
make a man of himself. Very often, when 
playtime would come, if he did not join 
in onr sports, he would take otto or two of 
us by the hand and wander oil' into the 
grove, and sit down- upon a log and tell us 
anecdotes of the boyhood of great nten; 
how they had struggled with poverty and 
overcome difficulties, and the various 
methods by which they had risen to emi- 
nence in tiro world, Plutarch’s Lives was 
a favorite work with him, and from it he 
drew many of his most striking illustra- 
tions, lie pointed out hooks for us to 
read, studies to pursue, and the professions 
to which our talents were best adapted, 
He would say; “Boys, your fathers are 
highly respectable men for their ago and 
the scene of action in which they are call- 
ed to act, but you will be called to act in 
an entirely different state of afiairs; and 
the education which made them respecta- 
ble will not preserve yon from contempt. 
You must, therefore, citther rise higher 
than they did, to sink far below them iu 



musical voice to ting out its clear and 
mellifluous tones through that old hall, so 
famous in the annals of the eonntry, my 
fears were all dissipated. He held his 
auditors spell bound and electrified for 
umro than an hour. You could have 
heard a pin drop in any part of tiie house. 
Mr. Prentiss felt that he was completely 
eclipsed, and could not rise to the occasion. 
After a short speech, in which he paid a 
beautiful compliment to Menifee, ho sat 
down . 

But I must stop, lest I weary your rea- 
ders. “Whom the gods love die young.” 
Consumption soon laid young Menifee in 
the grave. He was buried amid the tears 
of a nation, before he was thirty-five years 
of age. Generous, noble, manly, and elo- 
quent beyond any man whom I ever heard, 
he sank in the arms of death beloved by 
all, hated by none. 

The moral of my story, as it is written 
for teachers mainly, is let every instructor 
of youth develop the hidden diamonds 
which lie covered up in all the mines 
around him. All over Kentucky, in 
every rural neighborhood, arc hoys in ob- 
scurity, who need only some master mind 
to develop the talents which the God of 
nature has given them, to reveal them to 
themselves, and stimulate them to become 
men. A good school in every such neigh- 
borhood, would develop all this native 
talent now running to so lamentable an 
extent. Will not our legislatures and 
men of influence, in all departments, rise 
tip in their might, and resolve that every 
such heighborhood shall have such a 
sohool?

The Presidential election with the ex- 
citement of the public mind, Incident to 
such contests being over, and the Legisla- 
ture ofour state having reassembled, no time 
could be more auspicious or appropriate 
for the direction of onr seriottsaud earnest 
attention, to such practical measures as 
may conduce to the development of the 
internal resources, nnd the advancement of 
the material interests of our noble old 
Commonwealth. Nothing coni'd he more 
gratifying and satisfactory, or more favor- 
able to the inauguration of such measures 
than our financial condition as exhibited 
in the recent message of the Governor. — 
The pnldic debt of this state, a large por- 
tion of which was douotle.ss improvident- 
y controcted in the construction of pub- 
lic works, that proved unproductive, lias 
not only ceased lo be onerous, but ha s 
been honestly and faithfully met and dis- 
charged until the'nrerest vestige of it re- 
mains. Afterthe application 1 of the means 
already available and in the Treasury, hut 
about eight hundred thousand dollars of 
state debt will remain, and most of it not 
line for many years. And the main dif- 
ficulty that confronts us now in relation to 
the final extingimlmYent’ of this remnant 
of indebtedness, is not as to the means ol 
payment, put the privilege of thus apply- 
ing those means as they accumulate in ad- 
vance of the maturity of our bonds. In 
addition to this, we have resource in 
banks railtoad ami turnpike stocks, which, 
thrown at any moment tip-on the market, 
would realize Hi cn^-h several millions of 
dollars available and productive resources, 
in excess of what is necessary for its full 
discharge of all onr indebtedness. 

This most favorable and auspicious ex- 
hibit rf our affairs, must be gratifying to 
every public spirited Kentuckian; not 
solely on account of the exemption it 
promises from the burden of oppressive 
aud unretmi iterative taxation, but more 
especially, because of the assurance it 
gives of our strength and ability, by the 
judicious application of the public re- 
sources, to stimulate and promote the in- 
dustry and prosperity of the people. And 
manifestly, there is no subject more press- 
ing in its importance, and no object to 
which the fostering aid of the public re- 
sources could he more wisely applied, than 
in building up and giving life to the lan- 
guishing and struggling railroad system 
of Kentucky. 

Two years ago this snl>jcct tvas present- 
ed by the friends of the measure, and with 
flattering prospects of success. At the 
session of 1867, several hills were offered 
in the Legislature providing for state aid 
to railroads, and the subject was canvass- 
ed nnd discussed at the capital, and a live- 
ly interest in it awakened throughout the 
state. A committee wa3 raised tinder a 
joint resolution of the Senate and House, 
to which the whole subject was referred, 
and the country with great anxiety await- 
ed its action. It turned out unfortunately 
however, that the committee thus constitu- 
ted, was mostly composed of gentlemen 
who were averse to any Legislative action 
at the time, in the direction contemplated. 
They failed to take any action whatever 
upon the subject, until at a late day of the 
session, a resolution was introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Frail, then the Senator from 
Bourbon, peremptorily calling upon the 
committee to “report a hill giving efficient 
aid by the state, in the construction of rail- 
roads, such as will develop her great and 
slumbering resources.” A test question 
was thus made by this resolution and a 
spirited debate ensued, in which each of tho 
three Senators who were members of the 
joint Committee, took part in opposition 
to its passage. The resolution was never- 
theless adopted by a test vote and the mem- 
bers of the committee thus instructed on the 
subject and their former action, or rather 
inaction condemned, asked to be discharg- 
ed from further service on the committee. 
A new committee was accordingly consti- 
tuted, composed of friends of the measure, 



but it was unfortunately too late in the ses- 
sion for a bill to he passed or even present- 
ed for action, and thus it was, that a meas- 
ure involving such vast public interests, to 
which a majority of the Senate was tints 
shown to be favorable, and in the passage 
of which, it is believed the House would 
have heartily co-operated, was lost to the 
state. \\ hat vast results might already 
have been accomplished under it in the two 
years that have intervened. It is just, how- 
ever, to I he committee referred to , and to 
those who took part in opposition to tho test 
resolution to which we have alluded, to say 
that not one of them in the discussion, took 
ground against the principle, of stato aid 
to railroads. 

They thought, however, it was not the 
opportune moment to inaugurate the sys- 
tem. In a year or two more, they said, 
we might wisely and prudently enter upon 
it. The lamented Gov. Ilelm, who was 
chairman of the committee, took occasion 
in the discussion to declare the earnest in- 
terest he had cherished through all his life, 
in tiie promotion of works of internal itn 
provement, and he only desired to wait till 
the time, which he considered vert near at 
hand when the state debt contracted under 
the old internal improvement system, shall 
he so near extinguished that we cat! easily 
see the end of it, and he would then be' rea- 
dy, as he declared, to unite in earnest nnd 
with all his heart in the inauguration of a 
new system, such as should give full devel- 
opment to the resources of the state. The 
opportune period and circumstances to 
which lie looked forward as fitting for the 
inauguration are now at hand, and is con- 
fidently believed, that had he lived to dis- 
charge tho duties of the high executive 
trust to which he had been called, he would 
have made it the leading measure of his 
administration 1 . 

\Ye have not the space to continue this 
subject in this issue, but next week we will 
present the plan we favor, and which, wc 
think will cotnmattd the indorsement of 
our people ns being free front serious objec- 
tions which have proven fatal to other mcas 
tn els designed to secure tho same end. This 
subject is one of paramount importance, and 
from time to time, we will urge it upon 
the attention ofour readers.

Address of Hon Z F. Smith, Super- 
intendent of Fublic Instruction- 

Or fi cm of Sfpt. PuBLifc Instruction, ) 
Frankfort, Ivy., Jan. 16, 1869. j 
To the People of Kentucky: 

I cannot omit tho occasion to congratu- 
late you upon tho final passage, through 
the Legislature, of the long pending and all- 
important “Bill for the benefit of the Com- 
mon School System,” which was consum- 
mated on Friday last. The bill was in- 
troduced' over one year ago into that body, 
nnd, after the severest Ordeal itt both 
Houses, has at last signally triumphed 
over all opposition. It has passed the 
llcuse by a vote of seventy-one to sixteen 
and the Senate by a vole of twenty-seven 
to two. The Superintendent desires to 
call your attention to it thus early, because 
it will be not only the gr eat question of the 
canvass and election on the first Mon 
day in August next, hut the most impor- 
tant question which the sovereign people 
of Kentucky were ever called npon to de- 
cide at the ballot-box. It involves the is- 
sue whether or not orfr good Common- 
wealth intends to provide for tho educa- 
tion of her children at the expense of her 
public revenues, as other enlightened States 
and Nations have done, and are doing, 
throughout tho civilized world. It is too 
late to wade time in the discussion of the 
principles or policy involved in die meas- 
ure. The contest has been’ fought over a 
hundred times, and tiie verdict lias ever 
been for popular education. No govern- 
ment has ever tried it and gone back upon 
her record.- 

The hill to be submitted to popular vote 
iu August proposes an additional tux of fif- 
teen cents on the one hundred dollars for the 
support of common schools, and, if this is 
ratified, the reconstruction of onr school 
system throughout, nnd thus to guarantee 
a five months’ school to every child of the 
State annually. 

That you will ratify this act ofour Gyn-’ 
oral Assembly by an overwhelming major- 
ity, I have not the least doubt, from the 
almost universal approbation of the plans 
and measures of school reform proposed 
which has been given front every locality 
iu the State. The majority should be over- 
whelming only itt proportion to liberal 
tfote by which the bill passed both tho Sen- 
ate aud the Houso. 

Tho occasion will determine who are re- 
ally friends of the people and who mere 
politicians, among the public men of our 
State — who are the working, active fiiends 
of the people’s interest, and who only pro- 
fess to be so. The issue is too momentous 
to admit of indifference. Let tho friends of 
the bill in every county and precinct in 
Kentucky adopt measures for the decision 
of its merits, and toln ing to the polls ev 
ery citizen who favors its adoption. That 
it will be endorsed by tin people rro doubt 
not; but that it should be endorsed by a 
large vote and overwhelming majority, is 
due to the honor and fame ofour old Com- 
monwealth. 

With ycur ratifJca-tioiY, the Superinten- 
dent promises to have prepared the new 
school code for the consideration and ac- 
tion of tho next General Assembly on the 
first Monday in December next, and, in (be 
beginning of 1870, to launch the new 
school system, endowed and equipped with 
ample means and provisions, for a five 
months’ school in every district in this 
State. From that date we will begin to »ce 
under our new regime, new nnd handsome 
school-houses springing up in every neigh- 
borhood; onr sons and daughters trained 
and educated in - the profession of teaching 
and following this honorable vocation 
with fair and liberal compensation; otf 
children in the hands of professional and 
competent instructors, and a new interest 
everywhere awakened among the’ people 
themselves in regard to popular educa- 
tion. 

This act, ratified and consummated, in- 
augurates a new era in the history of the 
domestic economy of onr State. It is the 
introduction of new agencies and policies 
which aro destined to revolutionize the 
morbid and effete abstractions of the past 
and to iufuse a new vitality into tho social, 
intellectual, and material interests of our 
people. 

Pains will bo taken to discuss the meas- 
ure and its merits in the coming canvass 
and to give to our fellow-citizens the op- 
portunity to fully consider the great ques 
tion at issue.
